Donovan is a Catholic.and a wet.

The “black horse  catvalry,’’ his

W. Good, was responsible for his 
undoing. 

Quite apart from religious con- 
siderations, there was opposition to 
Donovan in the Senate because of 
his part in prosecuting the exploded 
charges against Senator Wheeler. 

Another angle of the story as it 
comes from Hoover's friends is 
that he intends to place the pro- 
hibition enforcement service in the 
Department of Justiae and _ that, 
therefore, it was doubly incumbent 
on him to name a dry at its head. 
Donovan is said to be opposed to 
the transfer of the service from 
the Treasury to the Justice De- 
partment. 

Though Donovan is a wet, he is 
personally dry. He swore himself 
dry when he came to Washington 
——-which is a good deal more than 
can be said of a good many profes- 
sing drys. He had a record of un- 
yielding dry law enforcement as 
District Attorney at Buffalo, and it 
is still held against him there that 
two social clubs of which he is a 
member were raided under his ad- 
ministration. 


Whatever the underlying reason, 
Donovan is out. His going marks 
the first break between the Presi- 
dent-elect and one of his political 
intimates of the campaign. It 
ineans that, in alt probability, there 
will be no Catholic in the Cabinet, 
at least at the beginning, and this 
result will be hailed as a victory 
by anti-Catholic elements, 

The selection of Brown for Post- 
master-General and of Good 
the War Secretaryship means that 
here will be two highly practical 
‘politicians in the Cabinet. 

Brown, a Toledo (0O.) lawyer, 
was brought here by President 
Harding to head a congressional 
commission which drew up a plan 
for the reorganization of the Gov- 
ernment departments.

com Slemp, former Virginia Con-

res “Curbing Bonds- 
‘men, Insanity and Alibi 
Defenses Among Seven 


Defeated.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 
The Missouri crime survey, of tiree 
years ago, which resulted in the 
preparation of bills to reform the 
criminal procedure of the State to 
wipe out the technicalities through 
which tricky lawyers obtain the ac- 


quittal of criminals, has come to 
naught insofar as legislation is 
concerned. The Senate is follow- 
ing the lead taken by the House a 
week ago in killing the bills, 

Lawyer legislators practicing in 
the criminal courts brought about 
the wrecking of the program in the 
House, and lawyers in the Senate 
are accomplishing the same end in 
the Senate. 

Of 10 bills advocated by the as- 
sociation for criminal justice re- 
posted on in the Senate yesterday 
by the Committee on Criminal 
Jurisprudence, of which Senator 
Bufford of Ellington is chairman, 
seven were killed outright, the 
three reported favorably will not 
interfere with technical lawyers, if 
they are passed. 

Bills Reported Unfavorably. 


The measures which the com- 
mittee reported unfavorably were: 

Two bills to curb the’ corrupt 
professional bondsmen. One of 
these provided that, if a defendant 
failed to appear to answer his bond 
the Judge should enter an order of 
forfeiture and within 10 days exe- 
cution to collect the amount of the 
bond should be issued. The other 
required that a surety should not 
be accepted on a criminal bond if 
there was standing against him an 
unsatisfied bond forfeiture, and 
that a surety must be worth the 
amount of the bond above his la- 
bilities, including other bonds he 
had signed. 

A bill requiring that insanity and 
alibi defenses would have to be an- 
nounced 10 days before the date 
set for trial. <A bill providing that 
a defendant taking the witness 
stand should be subject to cross- 
examination the same as other wit- 
nesses, and not merely as to mat- 
ters touched on in the examination 
in chief. 

A bill providing that in cases in 
which two or more persons were 
jointly charged with a crime, the 
court should have the discretion as 
to whether they should be _ tried 
jointly or separately. 

A bill providing that in applica- 
tions for a change of venue from 
the Judges the affidavits of five 
reputable citizens, residents of the 
county, should be required. 


Bills Reported Favorably. 


The bills reported favorably pro- 
pose to abolish the automatic pa- 
role under the merit system at the 
Boonville Reformatory and require 
that each case shall be considered 
separately on its merits; that 
youths paroled from the reforma- 
tory may be returned to the insti- 
tution to serve out their sentences 
if they do not conduct themselves 
properly; and the third was a rela- 
tively unimportant measure requir- 
ing that a Coroner, when informed 
of the finding of a body, should 
immediately report the fact to the 
Sheriff. 

The bail bond bills, which the 
committee killed, were considered 
of particular importance in 8t. 
Louis in view of the large number 
of cases in which professional 
bondemen signed bonds far in ex- 
cess of their property holdings, and 
in view of the large number of 
bond forfeitures which cannot be 
collected. 

There are -bout 50 other meas- 
ures recommended by the associa- 
tion, but there is little Hkelihood 
that any of the important ones wil] 
be passed owing to the influence of 
lawyers having extensive criminal 
practice and who are members of 
the Legislature.

Miss Morrow suffered only from 
shock, but Lindbergh’s right shoul- 
der wag dislocated and he suffered 
a lacerated wrist. 

Mechanics forgot to replace the 
cotter pin holding the wheel when 
they greased the gear in the morn- 
ing, it was announced several hours 
after the accident. For that rea- 
son the wheel came off when the 
plane sped along to take the air 
for the return trip to the flying 
field, 

Military aviators, who had seen 
the damaged landing gear and 
were fearful lest their distinguished 
guest and his sweetheart had been 
killed, rushed to the wrecked ma- 
chine. They were reassured as 
the clearing dust revealed Lind- 
bergh, tense and a little pale, as- 
sisting his fiancea from the door 


turned in the mishap. 


Fiancee Seems About to Faint, 


The girl was disheveled and ap- 
peared on the verge of fainting. 
Lindbergh supported her until Am- 
bassador Morrow’s limousine ap- 
peared upon the scene and he 
helped her to the cushioned seat. 
Miss Morrow appeared to be bad- 
ly frightened and kept looking at 
Lindbergh when asked about the 
accident. 


“Augustus will speak for me,” 
she said weakly, using the flyer’s 
middle name for the first time in 
public, 

Lindbergh, suffering from the 
pain of his dislocated shoulder, but 
disclosing his injury to no one, 
seemed more curt and uncommu- 
nicative than ever, resorting to his 
stock phrase of “I’ve nothing to 
say.” He changed his mind, ap- 
parently, a little later, for he added 
that the mishap “might have hap- 
pened to any plane.’ 

Immediately after the accident 
Miss Morrow and her fiance left 
the field in the embassy limousine, 
Lindbergh driving, and went to 
Ambassador Morrow’s home. A 
physician was summoned and the 
young woman was found to be 
suffering only from shock. It was 
not until the doctor examined 
Lindbergh at the embassy that it 
was learned that his shoulder had 
been thrown out of joint, the young 
airman either having been unaware 
of his injury because of his con- 
cern for Miss Morrow’s safety. or 
not wishing it to be known at the 
flying field. 

The shoulder was reset under an 
anesthetic at the Lady Cawina 
Sanitarium, and Lindbergh was or- 
dered to rest. Less than an hour 
later, however, he was driving back 
to the flying field to inspect the 
damage to his plane. 

“Feeling Fine,’’ He Says. 

His right arm and shoulder were 
heavily bandaged so that he was 
obliged to take the wheel with his 
left hand. With his fiancee and 
her sister, Elisabeth, in the front 
seat beside him, he drove skilfully 
through the heavy traffic of the 
downtown section of Mexico City. 

When they arrived at Valbuena 
Field the Colonel answered inter- 
viewers with the statement: 

“Tt am all right. I am 
fine.” 

Miss Anne Morrow still showed 


feeling 


some nervousness and declined to 
comment on the accident. TLind- 
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bergh walked silently around the 
plane, carefully examining broken 
parts. Army mechanics told him 
they thought the damage could be 
repaired. 

Lindbergh refused to say after 
the crack-up where it was that he 
had damaged the under carriage 
of his plane just as he refused to 
disclose his destination three hours 
earlier when he and Miss Morrow 
appeared at Valbuena and 0»pre- 
pared to take off. It is generally 
understood, however, that they 
carried a picnic lunch and landed 
at a spot where they could eat it 
and enjoy each other’s company 
in utter solitude. 

Both still and motion pictures of 
the accident were made by camera 
men awaiting the return of the 
famous pair to the field, but the 
work of the photographers was 
wasted. So great is the hold that 
Lindbergh has upon the Mexican 
Government, both for his own ex- 
ploits and through the influence 
of Ambassador Morrow, that Mex- 
ican War Department officials is- 
sued orders for the destruction of 
all pictures of the crash. 

Army officers at the field seized 
all cameras in the small press bat- 
talion that charged out to the 
scene of the wreck with everyone 
else at the airport and exposed the 
films to the sunlight, thereby ren- 
dering them useless. As a further 
precaution they confiscated the 
camera’; themselves and took them 
to the War Department, where they 
are being helé temporarily. 


Dr. Sidney Unfelder, who attend- 
ed Lindbergh, said the flyer’s in- 
jury was not serious, 


“It is a simple case of dislocated 
shoulder,” he explained, “Lind- 
bergh is certainly a game fellow.” 


The injured shoulder {fs the same 
one that Lindbergh pulled out of 
joint several years ago in a para- 
chute jump, 


Lieutenant-Colonel Gustavo Leon 
and other flyers at Valbuena re- 
gard it as almost a miracle that 
Lindbergh and his fiancee escaped 
with their lives and attribute this 
fact solely to his coolness and skill 
under difficult and dangerous cir- 
cumstances. Said Col. Leon: 

“The moment Lindbergh’s plane 
came out of the hills I recognized 
it. As he circled over the field 
I saw what had happened to his 
under-carriage — that the right 
wheel was gone and that he would 
have trouble in landing. He, of 
course was aware of this as the 
wheels are visible from the pilot’s 
seat. Doubtless, he told Miss Mor- 
row to take her place in the rear 
seat and hold fast and that is the 
reason she escaped unscathed.” 

It later was learned that Lind- 
bergh warned Miss Morrow of the 
danger and instructed her how to 
pile cushions about herself in such 
a manner that she would not be 
hurt by a minor crash. 

Damage to the plane is extensive. 
The metal propeller is bent and 
twisted; wings and strut are broken 
loose from its mounting and the 
rudder of the plane is practically 
demolished from the blow itt re- 
ceived when the plane turned over 
on its back. 

Lindbergh brought his plane 
down in the long descent for which 
he is famous, It was clear to 
those on the ground that he hoped 
to taxi along, balancing the plane 
on the side with a sound wheel. 

But as he slid sideways toward 
the ground, attempting to keep the 
plane tipped at an angle from the 
injured under carriage, the strain 
on one wing proved too great and 
the wing collapsed. 

At almost the same instant the 
axle of the missing wheel touched 
the earth. The plane bounced once 
or twice, turning end over and was

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SIX BODIES FOUND IN CREEK 


At Least Two Autos Plunhged Into 
Georgia Stream in Flood,

LINCOLNTON, Ga., Feb. 
Six bodies had been recovered a 
noon today from a creek near here 
into which at least two automo- 
miles plunged last night after flood 
waters had washed out a highway 
bridge.

In a 10-minute interview in the 
drawing room of the embassy resi- 
dence, before the start of his flight, 
Col. Lindbergh had been reticent 
as to his plans for the day and 
also as to his forthcoming mar- 
riage to Miss Morrow. He ignored 
questions as to whether he was 
planning to take his fiancee on a 
flight over the volcano Popocate- 
petl and also as to the probable 
date of his departure from Mexico.

Three divergent topics were 
stressed by the three candidates 
for the Democratic nomination for 
Mayor, addressing the Town Club 
after dinner last night.

je] declared that the Republican 
primary seemed to be a “battle of 
contractors,’’ with thousands of 
dollars being spent to nominate 
either Mayor Miller or former May- 
or Kiel. Henry 8S. Priest denounced 
the proposal for subways as too 
expensive, although all the other 
candidates favor development of 
rapid transit, with McDaniel and 
Kiel talking subways. 

Jacob M. Lashly, president of the 
St. Louis Bar Association, who hai 
been urged to run for the Deaio- 
cratic nomination but declined, 
presided at the meeting, as he had 
when the _ three candidates ad- 
dressed the City Club on Tuesdiy. 
He is quietly stepping into the role 
of a harmonizer, party workers 
think, to assure Democratic unity 
after the primary, with the hope 
of defeating the Republicans in 
the election. He is preserving 
strict neutrality and will not say 
which of the. candidates will get 
his vote. 

Time for Independence, 

“Now is the time for the people 
to demonstrate their independence 
of spirit as they demonstrated it 
last November,” Lashly said, with 
reference to the election of Demo- 
crats to three Circuit Judgeships 
and as Circuit Attorney under lead- 
ership of the bar association, Lasn- 
ly was preceded on the rostrum by 
Mrs. C. B. Faris, Democratic na- 
tional committeewoman, and Miss 
Alberta Allen, first vice president 
of the Town Club. 

Remarking that attempts to gain 
home rule had been defeated re- 
peatedly, Dr. Simon said: “The 
Mayor should be more than an 
executive officer. He should be 
the leader in the fights of the city. 
I’ve Known a great many Mayors 
and never one of them assumed 
the leadership that he ought to 
assume. The Mayor should be the 
leader of a movement to go to 
Jefferson City and demand home 
rule for St. Louis. There are sev- 
eral ways in which an active 
Mayor might gain the rights of the 
city. He could surround himself 
with a group of irresistible men 
and if the Legislature turned a 
deaf ear he could appeal to the 
referendum. Then, I believe, if 
the Mayor wanted, he could have 
the necessary laws passed. 

Municipal Ownership. 

“For several years public utility 
rates have bene based on valua- 
tions swollen out of all just pro- 
portion to the amount invested. 
Hearings on them have been held 
in Jefferson City where the people 
most vitally interested have had no 
opportunity to appear to protest. 
If the Legislature refuses and the 
referendum fails to give us local 
control of public utility rates, J 
pledge myself to inaugurate im- 
mediately a movement for munici- 
pal ownership of the utilities.”’ 

McDaniel said he was unaware 
of a public demand for any par- 
ticular man to be Mayor. 

“Of the thousands of citizens who 
could serve with credit and distinc- 
tion,”” he continued, “U’m an appli- 
cant, I’m not offering myself as a 
sacrifice. I can live on the Mayor's 
salary and will use it for that pur- 
pose. That is one of the objects of 
the campaign, but service to the 
people is of more importance. ¢J 
haven’t been drafted for this serv- 
ice. I got in the race of my own 
free will, with mv eyes open. 
“Battle of Contractors.” 

“My platform is one of progress, 
of upbuilding. The Republican pri- 
mary seems to be a great battle of 
contractors. Thousands of dollars 
are being spent to nominate one 
or the other Republican candidates 
as Mayor. Who contributes’ the 
money to the campaign! 

“Does any one contribute to the 
campaign who doesn’t expect it to 
come back a thousand fold? Stocks 
bring 6 per cent interest but the 
return of a campaign is of greater 
interest than any investment in the 
world. Whoever wins will be under 
a great obligation to those who 
paid for the campaign and when 
the obligation its discharged the 
people must pay for it. 

“Everybody in St. Louis who !s 
_for me fs on my committee. I am 
‘the treasurer and the money comes 
,} from my pocket. If nominated, I'll 
owe myself for it and no one else. 
Tam the manager hecause I feal 
every man and woman should 
| know their executive.” 

Executive Experience.

As to the Iat- 
ter he said: “Any man who has

Mean Temperature 28.1 De- 
grees, 6.5 Below Normal, 
but Never Under Zero. 


With a mean temperature of 
28.1 degrees, 6.5 degrees below 
normal, this month has been the 
coldest February since 1914, when 
the mean was 27.4, according to 
records of Montrose W. Hayes, me- 
teorologist in. charge of the United 
States Weather Bureau here. 

Consistently cold weather, with 
no - below-zeroy temperatures, 
marked the month as unusual, a 
minimum temperature of six de- 
grees being reached on the 20th. 
The maximum was 55, on the 
17th, 

Iebruary temperatures have va- 
ried between 18 degrees below 
zero, on Feb. 13, 1905, and 84 de- 
grees, Feb. 1, 1911. 

Snow fell on 13 days for a to- 
tal of 6.7 inches, a part of .88 
inches precipitation, which was 
far below the normal of 2.39 
inches. The heaviest continued 
snow was on the 8th and $th, when 
a total of two inches fell. 

Twelve days were classified as 
cloudy, seven as partly cloudy and 
eight as clear.

Problem Is Stabilizing 
Downtown Values to Pro- | 
tect Tax Revenue. 


Former Mayor Kiel, speaking in 
the north, south and northwest sSec- 
tions of the city last night, contin- 
ued his charge of extravagance 
against the Miller administration, 
and told of his own plans for city 
improvement if nominated and 
elected. As told elsewhere, he 
charged coercion of city employes, 
and the assessing even of city fire- 
men, by the Miller regime. 

His speaking places were the 
Fairgrounds Hotel, Natural Bridge 
and Spring avenues; at Theobald 
and Newby streets, in Baden; and 
at Compton avenue and Meramec 
street, in the Eleventh Ward, in 
which City Chairman Pape, now a 
Miller supporter, is committeeman. 

In telling of the uncompleted 
condition of the new Courthouse, 
Kiel said: “It stands without steps. 
You have to craw! into it.” A man 
in the First Ward audience added 
that one could not even crawl in, 
as the entrance was boarded up. 
Another man in the same audience 
asked him about the city garage, 


and Kiel said that it was. being 
used, but was not “exactly  fin- 
ished.”’ 

Kiel insisted that in his criti- 


cisms of the administration, he was 
speaking ‘‘constructively,” and with 
a purpose of fixing attention on 
these matters, to prevent future 
waste and extravagance. 

He said the city’s greatest busi- 
ness problem was the stabilizing of 
downtown values, to protect the 
city’s tax revenue. He held that 
rapid transit and river front im- 
provement must be the means of 
accomplishing this, and declared 
himself committed to both. 

Kiel advised voters to make se- 
lections carefully in the contests 
for nominations to the Board of 
Aldermen. Each voter in the Re- 
publican primary will have to 
make selections in 12 such con- 
tests. 


ESCH PREDICTS ST. LOUIS 
WILL AGAIN BE FOURTH CITY 


Will Build Up 
Population, Former I. C. C, 
Head Thinks. 

A prediction that St. Louis soon 
will again regain its former posi- 
tion of fourth city of the United 
States was made by John J. Esch, 
Washington attorney and former 
chairman of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, in a luncheon 
yesterday before the

Assembly at Hotel Statler... Esch 
is co-author of the Esch-Cummins 
act, under which the Commission 
and carriers operate.
